Dr. Bruce Webster, Chairman of 
ASHA’s Executive and International 
Committees, and a Member of the 
Board of Directors, was elected Presi- 
dent of the International Union 
Against the Venereal Diseases and the 
Treponematoses at the Union’s Gen- 
eral Assembly, succeeding Dr. Andre 
Cavaillon, of France. The meetings 
were held in London, October 13 
through 17, 1959. 

Dr. Webster was part of the Ameri- 
can Delegation which also included 
Dr. William J. Brown, Chief, Venereal 
Disease Branch, United States Public 
Health Service, and Mrs. Josephine V. 
Tuller, Director, International Divi- 
sion, American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation. 

The International Union is a unique 
non-governmental organization dedi- 


cated to combatting venereal diseases 
and the treponematoses through a 
program of education and demonstra- 
tion evolved through agency and indi- 
vidual consultation and cooperation. 
It is composed of 64 member agencies 
in 49 countries, 

The Union was founded in Paris in 
1923. It has official status with the 
United Nations Economic and Social 
Council, and operates through its 
Headquarters in Paris and Secretariat 
in Rome, also providing Regional Of- 
fices for Europe and the Americas. 

ASHA’s national office serves as the 
Regional Office for the Americas, with 
Mrs. Josephine Tuller as Assistant 
Secretary General. 

The 1959 General Assembly, which 
was held at the London County Coun-

Assembly Meets In 
New York City 


The question of how social welfare 
agencies can cooperate with other 
community forces to alleviate critical 
problems such as inadequate housing, 
juvenile delinquency and city deterio- 
ration was the main topic of discussion 
at the 15th Annual Meeting of the 
National Social Welfare Assembly 
which was held December 8 and 9 at 
the Biltmore Hotel in New York City. 

About 300 lay and_ professional 
representatives from organizations 
throughout the country attended the 
sessions, Theme for the meeting was 
“Joining Forces to Combat Commu- 
nity Problems.” 

Harrison Salisbury, “New York 
Times” correspondent,” delivered the 
major address, “Mobilizing the City 
for Its Problems,” at the luncheon 
meeting on December 9. Mr. Salis- 
bury is widely known for his “Times” 
articles on juvenile delinquency, ur- 
ban deterioration and other metro- 
politan problems as well as for his 
book, “The Shook-Up Generation,” 
which deals with the problems of 
youth in our cities. 

Community leaders presented case 
illustrations of cooperative action 
which has met community needs at 
the opening session which was chaired 
by Miss Jane Hooey, member of the 
Assembly executive committee. 

The National Social Welfare Assem- 
bly was organized in 1945 as a central 
national planning and coordinating 
body for the social welfare field. 

Through the Assembly, the major 
voluntary national social welfare or- 
ganizations, Federal Government 
agencies and some 250 local commu- 
nities pool their knowledge and expe- 
riences for coordinated program plan- 
ning. 

The American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation is one of the Assembly’s sixty- 
nine affiliate organizations.
